Speaker's Address Accepting the 
Nomination tor His Tenth.Term. 


HE 
ILLUSTRATES 
BIMETALLISM 


No Fraud Was Practised in the'Demon- 


etization of Silver in 1873—Experi- 


ences of the Early Fathers with 


the Question of Ratio—Neces- 


sity for International 


Agreement. 


Poitland, Me., August C.—Thomas 13. 


Kecd was today renominatcd by acclama- 
tion for congress by tho Kepnblican con- 
vention of the First district. 
It is the 


tenth successive term for which Mr. Reed 
has been nominated. In putting Mr. 
Reed in nomination Wilfred C. Chapman 
expressed regret that ho was not the presi- 
dential candidate of his party. 


"But," ho said, "we are broad enough 


to put aside feelings of disappointment, 
and we are now looking forward to the 
tiiuo whon Mr. Rred will become the Re- 
publican standnrd-bearcr, and as presi- 
dent of tho United States will still fur- 
ther honor his district." 


Following Mr. Heed's speech the com- 


mittoo on resolutions reported and the 
convention adopted a strong indorsement 
of the action of the St. Louis convention, 
pledged loyal support to McKinley and 
Hobart and to the candidate for governor, 
Llewellyn Powers, and ol'sed by pledging 
the First district to make Mr.Reed's elec- 
tion as nearly unanimous as possible. 


Mr. Reed's Address. 


After tbo nomination Mr. Read was es- 


corted to the platform amid lond cheer- 
ing. 
He seemed to be considerably affect-

Real bimetallism, and that is the kind we 
must have, becauso, as I said to you at 
Alfred, if this is a disease at all it is a 
world disease and has got to have a world 
remedy. 
Nothing else will attend it. 


(Applause.) Why, we had some experi- 
ence in this country, but men's memories 
are short. In 17H2 our earlier fathers de- 
termined to marry tho two metals. 
What 


is the first thing thoy^did? It wiis to as- 
certain tho market value of the two rnet- 
als as they stood side by side then, and 
they thought that they were 15 to 1, not 
IB to 1, but 15 to 1. What was the effect. 
It was an overvaluation of silver. 
Yes, 


tho gold in a gold dollar was worth more 
than tbe silver in a silver dollar. 


"What was tho result? Why, if a man 


had $2, one of which was worth lOOc and 
the other was worth ipto, he kept the I02c 
dollar longer and passed off the other one 
quicker. (Applause.) 


"I don't mean that the average man 


did that. 
Two cents on a dollar, oven in 


those days, was not worth making much 
fuss about, but the money changers were 
on tho alert, and whenever a silver dollar 
camo into tho hank or reached the money 
changer, he put it out oC circulation. 
I 


have misstated. I should hnvo sivid that 
gold was more valuable, so that we had 
silver alone during that period. The gold 


I being more valuable, lied away. W?;;, 


now, 
tho gold disapliiMilug, OW lathers 


in 1834 thought they had better" Jiiafcc tt 
change and see if they could not keep 
gold and silver together, so they changed 
tbe ratio from 15 to 1 to 1G to 1, or, to be 
exact, to 15.9Sto 1. That turned out to 
he un overvaluation the other way, and 
what was the result? The result was that 
gold reigned supreme. 


'Then, in 1861, we had a war, and we 


issued greenbacks, and greenbacks being 
cheaper for seventeen years, drove out 
both sold and silver, but in 
187S) we re- 


sumed specie payments, and the result 
was that we resumed them, ns we agreed 
to do In 1873, upon a gold basis. 
And 


that has been tbe case ever since. 
• 


"Tbis. then, is the experience of the 


United States encountering single-handed 
the 
question of currency. 
We never 


were able, when tbere was a difference of 
3 or 3 per cent, to keep the one met >1 
alongside the other. It was always either 
gold or silver, never both. 
Now, if the 


United States then could not lift a silver 
dollar, cue that was worth only 2c less 
than in the gold dollar, can she now lift 
a oOc dollar to the height of lOOc? (Ap- 
plause.) 


"And if she can, why should we want 


to do it? Suppose you have a house; is it 
worth any more; is it any different house 
whether it is worth two thousand silver 
dollars or one thousand gold whole dol- 
lars? (Applause.) If you want to count 
your bouse at more dollars, why not cut 
the gold dollar in two and measure it by 
eoia? 


Are there are any more potatoes in 


4000 pecks than there are in 1000 bushels? 
If I remember my arithmetic right, and 
perhaps I do not, your house is the same, 
your farm is tho same; it produces the 
same result. 
• 


"Oh, but you say, onr prices have gone 


down and they have gone down on ac- 
count of ths appreciation ot gold, and 
therefore we want to change it into silver 
so that it will go up again. Whether gold 


question. 
If your merchant buys goods 


from England you will find that credit 
amounts to a groat deal, and on a silver 
basis we will pay a big sum for tbis cred- 
it. 
This is why merchants do not want 


a silver basis. 
They say on a silver basis 


you will scale down your debt one-half. 
Would you do it and deprive the man you 
owcyjf one-hall of what you owe him? 


"Shall the nation do it? I say no, and 


not from sentiment do I make this state- 
ment, but from a selfish reason. He must 
preserve our credit in the world, and if 
wo do adopt a silver basis wo will ruin it 
tho world Over. He want no silver basis 
to help us out of these hard times, because 
the silver basis is dishonorable. Distrust 
brought on those hard times in 1898, and 
hard times will last until we turn down 
these silverites, and when wo settle this 
thing for good and all in November, wo 
will hear no more oi hard times."

"The question is," soid he, 
"whether the free and unlimited coinage 
ot silver is best for ibis country. 
Our

better time-. In 1893 labor was profit- 
able alike to employer and to employe. 
I want to say that labor will be employed 
when those who have the money to em- 
ploy it think t.hat it will be profitable and 


account. Our opponents seem tciy indig- 
nant over the crime of '78, but are silent 
as to the crime of '53. Free coinage was 
denied to subsidiary silver coinage In '58 
because like tho silver dollar It would., 
not stay with the people ai money. By 
reducing the amount; of silver in the half, 
quarter, dime, half dime and three-cent 
piece, after '68, this subsidiary money 
remained with the people and they had 
moro money. Since the silver dollar has 
been denied free coinage -129,000,000 of 
them have been coined on government 
account and are kept in circulation, and,- 
as a result, the people have infinitely 
more instead of less money. This is true 
bimetallism. A bimetallism that contin- 
ually drives out of circulation one or tho 
other of the inetals as was the case from 
1792 to 1873 is not in the interest of 
the people 
because 
the result is to 


give them less instead of more money. 
Ho showed that the eiperleno« was 
that when one money was more valuable 
than another the cheaper remained with 
us and the more expensive went away. 
When silver was worth moie for bullion 
tiian it was in the form of money It went 
to the melting pot and so It will be with 
gold if we geC unlimited coinage of silver 
at 10 to 1 when tho commercial ratio is 


to 1. We did not demonetise silver In 


1873. We dropped It from tho coinage, 
but every dollar of It was and still is

The free coinage meu have been quoting 
in a garbled way from Blaine.

In the perioi reaching from 73 to 
93 we paid on one billion and two hun- 
dred and twenty-flve millions, and that 
too with the "crime of '78" hanging 
over us. Now WB have a debt o£ five 
hundred millions of dollars which was 
left in 1892, together with $202,000,000 
which has been added since.

twenty years following 1873 the acreage 
of out farms increased and tho value of 
the farms advanced 80 2-S per cent.

the same time labor increased 42 per cent. 


' There is a wide difference be- 


tween nominal and real wages. 
Real 


wages are represented by what a man 
can buy with the money that is paid to 
him for bis labor. 
When the silver men 


are hard pressed they refer to the cheap 
money period of 1861 to 1867. 
In that 


period two millions of men ivere out of 
the channels of work, not competing for 
employment. This army destroyed things 
and created nothing and was an expense 
at the rate of two millions of dollars a 
day. This army formed a great market 
for the farmer; it had to have supplies, it 
required everything to be furnished to It. 
* • * Some men say thnt the ' are Idle 
on account of the crime of 1878, some of 
the sumo men who swore by the dmoorat- 
io platform of 1S«3 which declared that 
cheap dollar would work Injury to the 
working man and the farmer. ' 
I want to give some figures which were 
not prepared for any oarnpalgn document 


some figures which are collated by 


Commlisioner of labor, Carroll D. Wright. 
I give figures of the cost of thirteen nec- 
essaries of life which the worklnginen 
has bought at different times and bow 
his wages during those times would prove 
effective fo- the purchases. In 1840 the 
wages of a carpenter io New York city 
were $1.60 per day and after purchasing 
Uiese necessaries of life for a family of 
flve persons and paying his rent he was 
short $1.22 at the end of tho week. 
In 


1860 the wages were $2 per day, and the 
same neoessaires cost 810.76, so that a 
roan jould have tl 27 left at the end of 
the week. In 
1866 the wages were 


$3.50 per day and the same necessities 
cost J31.66 so that a man was 66 cents 
short after a week of work. In 1891 the 
wages were still $3.60 per day and the 
same necessities cost only 13.17, so that 
tbe carpenter could have at the end of 
the week 18.85 to put in. the savings 
bank if he chose or to buy more of the 
comforts of life If be chose. After this 
kind of a showing can we afford to go 
back to tbe days of cheap money and take 


muul,. 
Freo coinage at the ratio 


of 10 to 1 would bo injurious to us for tbo 
reabon that the necessaries of life would 
appreciate in price rapidly while labor 
would not correspondingly advance. 
I 


claim that »e now have the only practical 
bimetallism, that every dollar of our 
money of nil kinds le now equal in pur- 
chasing power to every other dollar, that 
that is tbe only safe 
way, 
and 


that both gold and silver stays with 
the 
people. 
Let 
us con- 


tinue tbe policy of coining all the money 
on government account ft» we now do. 
For an example of what free coinage 
means look at Mexico. On each side of 
tha boundary line of the United States 
and Mexico aro 1000 men nt work for 
the Aothison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
way. Those on Ihe Mexican side can buy 
with their flee coinage dollar just one 
half of what those on this side can buy 
with a limited coinage silver dollar of tho 
United States although the Mexican sil- 
ver dollar is Intrinsically worth more. 
We cannot afford to take the position of 
swindling the laboring man out of half 
of all the comforts of life which he can 
buy with his wages.

It Proves the Ether Theory In a Commer 


clally-Practical Manner. 


ATI electrician was asked the other 


day by a Chjcago Becord reporter if 
he knew what electricity was. He re- 
plied: 


"Had this question, been put to me a 


few years ago I would have said that no 
man knew. But now we know that 
electricity is a form of etheric vibration, 
and that a current of electricity is a se- 
ries of ether wa-\e&. These electric vi- 
brations, as I should call them, flash 
along1 a wire in 'whorls,' or ring's, slid- 
ing1 along1 on the outside of the wire 
or other conductor much as a rubber 
band would slide along a lead pencil. 
These vibrations communicate similar 
vibrations- to the surioundiiag1 and e\er- 
present ether, just as the-ubrarUons of 
the human \oca] chords or the wires of 
a piano set the air in sympathetic vi- 
bration and produce sound. This view 
\\ as hold by Be 
1* ei al scientists years ago, 


but the last few j ears iha\ e proved to 
the satisfaction of progressive elec- 
tricians that th*»ibratory theory is cor- 
rect. Probably no one man. has done 
more to show this than young- Nikola 
Tesla, thebrilliantelectrician, who has 
£.hov>n successfully and practically, by 
means of his 'oscillator,' that etheric 
vibrations will light up wireless elec- 
tric lamps and transform dark, cold 
musses into luminous bodies. 


"This oscillator, which was hailed by 


the electric world as one of the most im- 
portant inventions of the century, i*5>a 
lynamo—a generator of electricity— 
but, unlike the standard dynamo, it is 
an engine and generator in one. It is 
marvelously simple and wonderfully ef- 
ficient, and has permitted Tesla to ob- 
tain results that cannot be secured with 
the ordinary comentional type of an 
electrical machine. 


'Theordinary dynamo is a familiar ob- 


ject. It consists of two principal parts, 
the aimature and field magnets. The 
electric current is generated by pass- 
ing- a loop of vt ire through the magnetic 
field, or lines of force, of powerful mag- 
nets. If a small piece of wire is passed 
closo to and in front of the poles of an 
ordinary horseslioe mag-net electricity 
is generated in the wire. The current is 
feeble, perhaps, but it is there. If the 
power of the magnet and the number of 
«ires are. increased, the intensity of the 
electric current is increased in pro-por- 
tion. If the wire is held still, and the 
magnet is moved, electricity is the re- 
sult. If a bar magnet is plunged into a 
coil of v»ire, an electric current is pro- 
duced, and if this magnet is moied in 
and out of the coil the current alter- 
nates. 


"Tesla's oscillator consists of a steam- 


uli<"st, in vtlhich are two pistons so ar- 
ranged that Vhe steam moves them 
imck and forth at a high rate of speed. 
The piston rod passes clear throug-h 
both ends of the steam chest, and car- 
ries on each end a coil of wire which Is 
an aimature. These armatures move 
back and forth befrw een the field mag- 
nets, thus generating current by their 
actions. An immense number of oscil- 
latious a minute are secured, and conse-

transmitted by the ether medium. The 
ether theory is not new, but Nikola 
Tesla has proved, in a commerciaJlj 
practical manner, that this ether is a 
medium which transmits energy. 


"Around a room he runs an electri 


cable connected with his oscillator. In 
the center of the cleared space he place 
a large coil of wire, wound drum Dash 
ion, about four feet high. This coil i 
not connected in any way—that is, wit! 
wires, rods or conductors of any sort— 
with the cable. On top of the coil are 
two condenser plates, thin metalli 
disks, standing upright and facin; 
each other. The plates are as resonan 
as cymbals, and are provided with set 
screws, so that their rate of vibrafaou 
can be changed. So long as the plate 
are not vibrating in unison with thi 
vibrations induced by the electric cable 
no particular effect is seen, but xvhei 
they are 'buned' BO that the rate of vi 
brations of the induced currents is th 
same as those of the cable current, 
powerful sparks pour from one plate t< 
the other.

"When the coil of wire is adjusted fr 


the vibrations of the current runnin0 
around the cable aa incandescent lam 


, lighted up. A lamp' attached to • 
ircle of wire, held freely in the hands 
ver the resonant coU, ifi immediately 
ghted up, although the wire is held 
ome distance from the coil. Empty 
ulbs! are lighted in free space 20 feet 
rom the coil, and photographs have 
ecn taken by the light, and motors 
re driven by connecting them with the 
esonsmt coil. 
All of these results 


emonstrate the actuality, the real ton- 
ibleness of eth*r, and the vibratory 
leory, according to those Mho have 
•itnessed Mi-. Tesla's work, is proved 
>eyond a doubt." 


TELESCOPE MIRROR. 


OUR SUMMER OFFER. 


no Recently Constructed In France II 


the largest Ever Made. 


The new mirror for the great Paris 


elescope is the largest ever made. It 
as cast at Jeumout, a manufacturing 
lace, and the last French station, on 
he line to Liege, Cologne, and Berlin, 
'his splendid block of homogeneous 
rystal vi eighs 3,000 kilogrammes. It's 
iameter is> 2.03 meters, being confiider- 
bly larger than the great reflector of 
x>rd Eosse; and in its present nearly 
ough state it cost iieO.OOO. Of course 
t was com eyed to Paris in a special 
rain. It was wrapped up inhe;ny felt 
lankets, protected by hoops of soft 
vood, with nietal tires, mounted on 
ivots. Thus packed, the mirror nas 
ightly wedged in a case that w as placed 
n the wagon on a bed of hurdles and 
ayers of hay. 


For greater safety the train stopped 
nly once at Tcrgnier, and went at as 
low a pace as a royal train, escorted by 
x railway inspector. It was insured 
jo its full value. The same afternoon it

vas removed from the northern termi- 
nus to the workshop. The mirror be- 
ore leaiing Jeumout vent through 
a second grinding of its faces, being as 
smooth as a fine plate, glass. But for 
he telescopic purposes this sort of 
smoothness is roughness itself. 
The 


fininshing process will take two years 
and six months, and by more expedi- 
tious processes than, any hitheiio in 
use, which, moreover, will give greater 
accuracy than anything known. 


Hitherto astronomical nmrora and 
enses haie been polished by hand by 
slowly rubbing the glass with the 
naked hand, sometimes, bntnotalways, 
moistened with oil, albumen and other 
bubstances, which are the maker's «e- 
cret. The drawback of this process is 
;hat the mere heal of the hand may 
cause the surface to warp. 


The new mechanical process \\ ill pro 


luce a surface approaching a trud 
ilane, within one ten-thousandth part 
of a millimeter. Even this marvelous 
finish will leave a margin, astronomers 
tell us, for errors. The whole finishing 
process will cost £6,000. The silvering 
will not cost anything to speak of. 


The mirror will be mounted on two 


arms ten meters long, and will be set in 
motion by machinery of the usual sort 
The rays gathered 
from planetary 


space will be reflected horizontally 
through a mammoth tube 60 meters 
long, laid on piles of masonry. 
The 


lense of flint and crown glass will tie 
one meter twenty-five centimeters', the 
largest in the world, and the images 
enlarged 6,000 times, will be thrown on 
to a screen which thousands of people 
will view at a time.
